Supervisorial district No. 4, in 
which Palm Springs is located, 
contains the greatest m ileage of 
roads m aintained by th e county 
according to 
report of A. C. 
Keith, county road com m issioner 
and surveyor. 
T here are 2170 miles of county 
roads and 1042 of them are in 
this district, K eith reported to 
supervisors.

The Diplomatic Front 


Look Into Crystal Ball for ’48 Reveals 
Neither End of East-West Rift Nor War

NEW YORK (ONA)—There are two ways to make pre­ 
dictions: follow your intuition and be hailed either a real 
genius or a charlatan; or analyze a given situation, search 
for historical analogies and simply calculate what is most 
likely to happen, provided no new iactors appear suddenly 
on the horizon. The latter method was recommended by the 
great Roman orator Cicero when he said: “I shall always 
consider the best guesser the best prophet.” 
The safest way to guess what 
will happen on the diplomatic 
front in 1948 is to assume that all 
the unsolved problems of 1947 
will reappear in the news. The 
conclusion of peace treaties for 
Germany and Austria, or at least 
the reorganization of Germany 
as a preparation for a peace 
treaty, will remain the crucial 
problem 
of 
1948. 
Conferences 
will be held among the three 
W estern nations, France, Britain 
and the United States, to inte­ 
grate their zones of occupation 
to some degree. It is quite prob­ 
able that a new Big Four con­ 
ference will attem pt to 
settle 
the three thorny issues of the 
Ruhr, reparations and a central 
German government, and it is 
possible that a larger conference 
will be called for the same pur­ 
pose, comprising all or many of 
the smaller nations which are 
technically still at w ar with Ger­ 
many. It is quite possible that 
the Austrian Government will 
seize the initiative to find a defi­ 
nition for German assets in that 
country and thus remove the last 
obstacle to conclusion of an Aus­ 
trian peace treaty. 


THE GREEK PROBLEM. some­ 
what changed by the establish­ 
ment of a rebel government in 
the north, will become even more 
acute than during the last year. 


It is almost certain that it will 
be brought before the Security 
Council, and as a compromise 
seems difficult during the first 
half of 1948, it will reappear on 
the agenda of the General Assem­ 
bly in the Fall. 
The same is true for the Ko­ 
rean issue. Indonesia will be a 
bone of contention between the 
colonial powers on the one side 
and the Asiatic nations on the 
other. 
But there are some new prob­ 
lems, too. We have slowly pre­ 
pared for a Japanese peace con­ 
ference, and when General Mac- 
A rthur returns from Tokyo in 
the spring, the time will have 
arrived to find a new structure 
for that country. Difficulties will 
arise on that issue not only with 
Russia, which wants a decisive 
voice in the drafting of that 
treaty, but also with Australia 
and China, both of which want 
a weak Japan, for obvious reas­ 
ons of security, whereas an im ­ 
portant group in the State De­ 
partment favors a stronger Japan 
firmly allied with the United 
States. 


THE MARSHALL PLAN, now 
called the European Recovery 
Program, must get its final form 
during the next three to four 
months, 
and 
that 
will 
focus 


Europe's attention on Washing­ 
ton. The question is not only 
how much money we will appro­ 
priate and whether we will fix 
a definite amount for the whole 
period of four years or reserve 
our decision from year to year, 
but also whether Congress will 
pin conditions on our aid pro­ 
gram. If Congress does, 
as is 
rather probable, the next issue 
will be whether the Western 
European 
nations 
can 
accept 
what will am ount to a curb on 
their sovereign rights. This may 
create difficulties not only with 
such proud major nations as 
Britain and France, but also with 
smaller states like Belgium and 
Switzerland which have pledged 
participation in the ERP with­ 
out being in need of material 
support. 
The Congressional deliberations 
about the ERP may be disturbed 
by new waves of unrest or even 
political reorientation in two of 
the 
most 
important 
Marshall 
Plan countries. Elections are due 
in Italy early in April, and no­ 
body can at this time safely pre­ 
dict their outcome. The Popular 
Front alliance of Communists and 
Left-Wing Socialists is still strong 
in that country, and the possi­ 
bility cannot be excluded that it 
may win a majority or at least 
become strong enough to block 
an anti-Communist government. 
France will probably enter her 
critical period in May when, ac­ 
cording to the new Constitution, 
the present National Assembly 
can be dissolved.

DECLARATION OF 
ESTIMATED TAX 


Thursday, Jan u ary 15, 1948, is 
the last day for taxpayers on 
Calendar-year 
basis 
to file or 
amend the D eclaration of E sti­ 
m ated Tax on 1947 earnings. 
The declaration of estim ated 
tax took efisct through the C ur­ 
rent Tax Paym ent Act of 1943 
and the purpose of the declara­ 
tion is to provide a “Pay-as-you- 
go" plan for 
professional 
and 
business people, farm ers, salaried 
employees 
in 
the 
upper 
tax 
brackets, and taxpayers whose 
earnings are not subject to w ith ­ 
holding. According to the act you 
m ust file a declaration if: 
(a) Total gross 
income 
from 
salaries subject to w ithholding 
will exceed $5000.00, plus $500.00 
for each dependent you claim. 
(b) Total gross income from 
sources other than salaries will 
exceed $100.00 AND 
the 
total 
gross income from all sources will 
exceed $500.00. 
D eclarations m ay be filed on 
March 15th, June 15th, Septem ­ 
ber 15th and the following Ja n u ­ 
ary 15th. All declarations before 
January 15th m ay be m ore or 
less “guess w ork” but in order 
to avoid penalties the declaration 
filed on January 15th m ust be 
com puted so th at the total tax 
paid during the year and w ith ­ 
holding, if any, will am ount to at 
least 
80« 
of 
the 
tax 
due, 
(66 2/3 for farm ers and ranchers.) 
ers). 
On M arch 15, 1947, you prob­ 
ably filed a declaration of esti­ 
mated 
tax. If this declaration 
w as based on the sam e am ount 
of net income as your 1946 net 
income and you paid your q u ar­ 
terly tax on th at basis during 
1947, you will not need to amend 
your 
declaration. 
However, 
if 
you based your declaration on 
substantially less income and you 
now have reason to believe th at 
your income w ill be higher than 
in 1946, you should amend your 
declaration. Conversely, if your 
earnings 
are substantially 
less> 
than you estim ated M arch 15, 
1947, you should file an am ended 
declaration 
to 
avoid 
overpay­ 
m ent of the tax.
